Claims 1-7 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-51 of U.S. Patent No. 6,369,938 or claims 1-21 of 
U.S. Patent No. 6,400,499. The claims of Patent '938 disclose the invention defined by the 
herein pending claims except for the use of a transmitter and receiver. However, as the patent 
claims are directed to WDM optical signals in a controlled amplifier system it would have been 
prima facia obvious to one of ordinary skill in this art that a transmitter is used to create the 
signals and a receiver to receive them. 

As regards the '499 patent, the claims of the '499 patent disclose the invention defined by 
the herein pending claims except for its specific recitation of a variable optical attenuator as 
opposed to the present more broadly claimed level controller. However it would have been 
prima facia obvious to one of ordinary skill in this art that a variable optical attenuator is a level 
controller as now claimed.
